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Fig hting Erupts On Israel’s Bo rder 


JERUSALEM 
(AP> - An 
armed clash erupted on Israel's 
border with Syria today, bring­ 
ing the first fatalities since the 
Middle E^st crisis broke out. Is­ 
rael’s army spokesman said two 
Israelis and a 
Syrian were 
killed. 
The fighting came a few hours 
after the appointment of Gen. 
Moshe Dayan, a vigorous fight­ 
ing man and architect of Is­ 
rael’s triumph over Egypt in 
the Suez war of 1956, as detense 
minister. Israel looked to Day­ 
an to prosecute a vigorous pol­ 
icy. 
The skirmishing was at the 
village of Kfar Hanassi, popu­ 
lated by settlers from the Unit­ 
ed States. It is less than a mile 
from Syria’s border. 
An Israeli army spokesman 
aaid a patrol encountered four 
a rm ^ Syriims as they were re­ 
turning to Syria. Found near the 
Syrian’s body were 
a subma- 
machine gun, two antiperson­ 
nel mines and ammunition. 
It was the second day of firing 
on Israel’s border with its Arab 
neighbors. Jordan said it opened 
fire Thursday on an Israeli hel­ 
icopter that flew over its half of 
divided Jerusalem. Israel said 
a shell burst hit a house but no 
casualties were reported. 
As the border incidents added 
to war jitters, French President 
Charles de Gaulle spoke out on 
the Middle East crisis, warning 
that any nation opening fire will

HARRISBURG (AP) - Gov. 
Studer’s proposal for a deferred 
personal income tax met with 
a relatively coiri receptioii today 
from both Rapubiicaiis and Dem­ 
ocrats alike.

The ro adblo ck to New Yo rk stale’s lo ttery - 
a-mo nth v entu re is federal po licy against giv ing 
pu blicity to lo tteries by mail o r the electro nic 
media. 
The mail pro hibitio n affects newspapers and 
magazines. 
The electro nic media are radio and telev i- 
fkm. 
New Yo rk legalists are searching their 
clients’ so u ls fo r them o n this ticklish issu e. It 
is ticklish becau se no o ne wants to ru n afo u l o f 
federal law needlessly . Yet, the su ccess o f the 
New Yo rk lo ttery will tu rn o n ability to info rm 
the pu blic abo u t it. 
Federal law do es no t pro hibit lo tteries. Lo t­ 
teries are no t illegal u nder federal law. All 
that’s illegal is to disseminate info rmatio n 
abo u t them thro u gh U.S. mails — a pro v isio n 
dating back to 1890 after lo tteries had been 
tu rned into a natio nal scandal by abu ses o f u n­ 
scru pu lo u s priv ate pro mo ters. 
This federal law has been made o bso lete by 
the gro wing po pu larity o f go v ernment lo tteries. 
A su bstantial change has taken place in the 
pu blic attitu de to ward gambling as pu blic ex ­ 
penses mu ltiply and rev o lts o f real estate tax ­ 
pay ers beco me co mmo nplace. 
T w e n t y - f o u r 
states sanctio n pari-mu tu el race track betting. 
New Yo rk State anticipates Inco me o f as 
mu ch as a millio n do llars a day fro m its state 
lattery — inco me that leav es no tax pay er 
sears. Bu t to attain it, the New Yo rk lo ttery 
mu st hav e pu blicity . 


As lo ng as federal po licy is against dissemi­ 
natio n o f lo ttery pu blicity , states that already 
hav e in.stilu ted lo tteries and states stu dy ing this 
means o f raising pu blic fu nds canno t be su re 
where they stand. 
The federal go v ernment has them trapped be­ 
tween their need fo r whatev er mo ney is left af­ 
ter Washingto n skims o ff the rev enu e cream 
and a law passed mo re than three-qu arters o f a 
centu ry ago to cu rb a specific abu se that no 
lo nger ex ists.

City April 24. Ma ny listeners sug g ested puMica - 
tto n o f the tex t, to rea ch a wider a udience. Mr. 
Smith ha s been a White Ho use co rrespo o dca t 
shKC 1941 a nd is dea n o f the g ro up who se 
members lea rn to kno w intima teiy the chief ex ­ 
ecutiv es o f the United Sta tes. 


President Jo hnso n these day s is the o bject o f 
go me o f the wo rst v ilificatio h — ev en o bscenity 
— that I’v e seen o r heard in mo re than 25 
y ears o n the White Ho u se assignment. 
When I was in New Orleans no t lo ng ago 
lo o king into the so -called Kennedy assassinatio n 
plo t, I saw fw sale in v ario u s sto res au to li­ 
cense plates v iv idly asso ciating the President 
with barny ard filth. 
Driv ing do wn the so u theastern co ast last win­ 
ter, I saw fo r sale in ro adside stands allegedly - 
clev er bu t actu ally qu ite dirty say ings abo u t 
the President, his wife and their two dau ghters. 
These were lapel bu tto ns. 
At the lo -called peace demo nstratio n in New 
Yo rk’s Central Park the o ther day , there were 
gro wn men carry ing signs which o penly and 
plainly challenged the President’s no rmalcy — 
mentally and sex u ally . There were the same 
ao rt o f senseless placards abo u t Dean Ru sk. 
Fu rthermm« , so me o f the mo re activ e dem­ 
o nstrato rs wo u ld hav e u s believ e in signs and 
so ngs that Jo hnso n and McNamara are deliber- 
atly bu rning Asian babies with napalm. 
'There hav e been bu tto ns and printed placards 
aro u nd the co u ntry say ing, “Lee Harv ey Os­ 
wald, where are y o u no w?’’ 
Also , there are in print pamphlets, bo o ks, 
newspapers o f a so rt and ev en reco rded tapes 
alleging that Jo hnso n engineered the death o f 
President Kennedy . 


THIS IS NOT enlightened so cial change, o r 
legitimate dissent o r rev o lu tio n. It is anarchy 
bo rn o f a highly permissiv e atmo sphere in this 
co u ntry ; a strangely parado x ical atmo sphere 
in which freedo m, at times, seems to be wbrk- 
Ing against the v ery things fo r which freedo m 
su ppo sedly stands. 
We liv e with certain v erities which a millio n 
ko o kie men with bananas aro u nd their necks 
canno t change — which Martin Lu ther King 
and Sto kely Carmichael canno t change — 
which Do cto r ^po ck can’t do v ery mu ch abo u t. 
One o f these facts is that President Jo hnso n, 
Secretary Ru sk and Secretary McNamara can­ 
no t thro w u p their hands in dismay and say to 
Do cto rs King and Spo ck, “Here, take o v er, y o u 
ru n things fo r a while.’’ 
Neither can General Westmo reland hand o v er 
his co mmand to Dick Grego ry o r Richard 
Go o dwin. 
like it o r no t, Jo hnso n, Ru sk, McNamara 
and co mpany are pilo ting an eno rmo u s ship 
with a hu man cargo o f nearly 200 millio n 
Americans, to say no thing o f many millio ns in 
o ther lands depending o n u s fo r gu idance, pro ­ 
tectio n and a certain amo u nt o f assistance. 
It is o pen to legitimate pu blic debate whether 
these leaders are embarked o n a wro ng co u rse, 
bu t u nder o u r sy stem they canno t be du mped 
o v erbo ard and fu rthermo re, they ’re ru nning 
things, at least u ntil Janu ary , 1969. 


THUS IT WOULD seem o nly natu ral to ask 
what these rather o pen merchants o f fifth and 
u tterly u nfo u nded innu endo ho pe to acco mplish. 
Ru n Jo hnsmi o u t o f o ffice? No t a chance. 
Are thev starting a po litical tear-do wn aimed 
at 1988? 'ilu s is mo at u nlikely . We’re no t talking 
here abo u t the po litical o ppo sitio n o f Repu bli­ 
can v ersu s Demo crat. This is so mething differ­ 
ent, slimy , and at times, irratio nal. 
So , it wo u ld seem that v icio u s perso nal at­ 
ta cks o n go v ernment leaders co u ld hav e o nly 
o ne mo tiv atio n that wo u ld make any sense at 
a ll — a nd that is to tear do wn pu blic co nfi­ 
dence in the establishment — and by establish- 
iMnt, I na ea n au tho rity o n almo st any lev el. 
If su ccessfu l, this then co u ld lead u s to a so rt 
ru dderless so ciety o f irrespwjibility to the 
gro u p, amo rality fo r the fu rther ero sio n o f the 
family u nit, and finally the co nfu sio n o f an­ 
archy . 
' 
I paint a pictu re which u ndo u btedly seems 
ex treme to scwme o f y o u , bu t I do so to sho w 
so mething o f what a president mu st v iew when 
he co mes to wo rk ev ery day — and by ev ery 
day , I mean sev en day s a week. 
Ly ndo n Jo hnso n kno ws that mu ch o f the v en­ 
o m directed against him and members o f his 
go v ernment is sy mpto matic o f a natu ral, ju sti­ 
fied co ncern abo u t the war. sy mpto matic o f in­ 
equ ities lo ng o v erdu e in their cwrectio n in su ch 
a lush so ciety a s o urs, a nd 
sy mpto matic o f the 


fu tility which hau nts a great many o f o u r 
y o u ng peo ple in a thermo nu clear age. 


WE SOMETIMES fo rget, ho wev er, that lead­ 
ers o f a go v ernment are hu man; that ev en the 
to u ghest hides thickened by y ears o f po litical 
alH'asio n can be pu nctu red. 
President Jo hnso n has been aro u nd po litics 
lo ng eno u gh to hav e the hide o f a walru s, bu t 
he has chinks all thro u gh this armo r. Sen. Fu l- 
bright can deno u nce him in the Senate and 
Jo hnso n may do no thing mo re than shru g, bu t 
he can bo il u p a co w co u ntry anger o v er a sto ­ 
ry that he bo u ght so me red, white and blu e 
bo o ts. 
Taking his high degree, ev en a painfu l de­ 
gree o f sensitiv ity into co nsideratio n, 1 am 
amazed at the pu nishment he can take witho u t 
heading fo r the ranch and lo cking the gate. 
So me o f this he brings u po n himself by pay ­ 
ing far to o mu ch attentio n to what is said, 
written and bro adcast abo u t him and tho se 
aro u nd him. 
He co ntribu tes to his o wn credibility gap by 
an almo st eccentric insistence o n no t disclo sing 
his plans u ntil the last po ssible mo ment. It is 
no my th that he get so re when he is sco o ped 
o n his o wn sto ries. 
Any po litician who make as many pu blic 
statements as Mr Jo hnso n do es is bo u nd to 
co ntradict himself o n o ccasio n, and when this 
is bro u ght to pu blic attentio n, his reactio n has 
all (he charm o f a bu ll in an electric fence. 
The fact that Jo hnso n’s image — his standing 
with a great many o f his fello w co u ntry men — 
is in po o r shape is, I think, mo o t. He is try ing 
to do so mething abo u t it by being a little less 
large and o v er-po wering. 


BUT THERE ARE certain things he canno t 
lick. One o f these is Tex as. Becau se o f the 
Kennedy assaasinatio n in Dallas, the wild 
sho o ting spree o f that crazy man at the Uni­ 
v ersity o f Tex as, the fact that the Chicago kill­ 
er o f tho se eight nu rses came fro m Tex as— 
these 
things hav e created in the minds o f 
many Americans an u gly , v io lent image o f 
Tex as and any thing hav ing to do with the 
state. 
This attitu de, o f co u rse, igno res the fact that 
v io lence takes place ev ery ho u r in ev ery state 
o f the co u ntry ; that millio ns o f u s stay u p late 
ev ery night watching mu rder sho ws o n TV. 
Becau se Tex as has been co nnected with the 
biggest crime o f this centu ry ; becau se the kill­ 
ing o f Kennedy was attribu ted to an atmo s­ 
phere o f po litical hatred in the state and be­ 
cau se the state, after all, is so u thern, then 
Jo hnso n mu st be hu ng with what amo u nts to 
three no o ses. 
The Black Po wer Negro es refu se to believ e 
any man — any white man — with a So u thern 
accent. 
The liberals lo o k do wn their no ses at aimrat 
any bo dy with a drawl. 
And the intellectu als sniff at the pro du ct o f a 
teachers co llege in San Marco s, Tex as. 
My po int here is that no sectio n o f the co u n­ 
try has a mo no po ly o n crime and u nbridled 
hatred. No t many o f the peo ple who demo n­ 
strated against Jo hnso n in Central Park in day ­ 
light ten day s ago wo u ld dare walk thro u gh 
that same park at night. 


HATE AND v ilificatio n warp ju dgment ju st 
as heat bu ckles steel beams. If y o u tear do wn 
co nfidence in established au tho rity , then tho se 
in pu blic o ffice blame a lo t o f this o n the news­ 
papers fo r repo rting it. They say we are no t 
do ing eno u gh repo rting in-depth. 
Then when we do bu rro w beneath the go v ern­ 
ment’s bright pu blic face o f fresh hando u ts and 
self-serv ing backgro u nd co nferences no t fo r at­ 
tribu tio n, they y ell at u s again fo r disto rting 
their pu rpo se o r try ing to seco nd-gu ess Dean 
Ru sk. 
So , what do we hav e? An effo rt to destro y 
co nfidence in go v ernment, plu s an effo rt to pu ll 
do wn co nfidence in the press. Then, if bo th ef­ 
fo rts are su ccessfu l, who m do y o u believ e — 
Do cto r Spo ck? 
Believ e me, this is the time fo r the American 
pu blic to take so me respo nsibility fo r its o wn 
image and sto p blaming ev ery thing o n either 
Ly ndo n Jo hnso n o r Drew Pearso n. 
Mr. Jo hnso n . . . in fact, no President de­ 
serv es the indignities being heaped u pwi him 
these day s in the name o f peace w civ il rights. 
All o f u s sho u ld be able to see the situ atio n 
with mo re clarity when we meet again nex t 
y ear. Bu t meantime, L.B.J. is in fo r mu ch 
mo re pu nishment at hands o f the name 
callers u nless the squ ares who raise kids, mo w 
their lawns, and pay their tax es decide to in­ 
v o lv e themselv es by getting o ff their patio s and 
to lling the dirty -mo u tiia to shu t the bell u p. 


Go ing Up?

Tax 0( Tax Bo o st IncTcaMf* 


If President Jo hnso n requ ests and Co ngr« « 
grants a tax increase effectiv e In Octo ber w 
Janu ary , it will be the first time since 1951 
that su ch a step will hav e been taken. 
This co u ld mean that in the electio n y ear 
1988 whatev er re.sentments are u su ally 
du ced by a tax increase will be felt at the 
po lls. The pu blic may qu estio n whether a to * 
increase was necessary and whether the 
o bjectiv e co u ldn’t hav e been attained by cu tting 
federal ex penditu res. 
It’s an o pen secret that President Jo hnao n 
dislikes the idea o f a tax increase, bu t he has 
been to ld by his adv isers that it is beco ming 
imperativ e. Thev po int o u t that, becau se o f the 
Vietnam War and no nmilitary ex penditu res, the 
Treasu ry may face a deficit o f $27 billio n o r 
thereabo u t* \n the fiscal y ear that will begin 
Ju ly 1, 1968. 
A tax increase co u ld y ield $5 billio n o f addi­ 
tio nal rev enu e, bu t the go v ernment wo u ld still 
be in the red by an amo u nt u nparalleled ex cept 
du ring Wo rld War II. 
When the last tax increase was en^ted in 
1951, the Ko rean War was abso rbing a big part 
o f federal fu nds It is significant that, In the 
presidential electio n the fo llo wing y ear, the 
Demo cratic administratio n was defeated. 


MANY PEOPLE think Gen. Ei'enho wer’s 
po pu larity was the cau se o f the Repu blican v ic­ 
to ry in 1952, bu t there is plenty o f ev idence that 
disco ntent and dissatisfactio n o v er increased 
tax es, eco no mic co nditio ns and the Ko rean war 
change administratio ns. 
Right no w, the co ntro v ersy o v er raising the 
tax rates Is related directly to the need fo r 
mo re rev enu e to help o ffset the ex penses o f the 
Vietnam War. 
So me o f the eco no mic adv isers who are adv o ­ 
cating a tax Increase really are co ncerned 
abo u t inflatio n and a po ssible rise in interest 
rates which co u ld dev elo p into a tight-mo ney 
situ atio n. Interest rates are flu ctu ating at pre­ 
sent becau se o f u ncertainty o v er fu tu re eco ­ 
no mic trends. 
It is being assu med that a tax increase will 
hav e an anti-inflatio nary effect. It is co n­ 
ceiv able, o n the o ther hand, that a tax increase 
— which wo u ld mean less “take ho me’’ pay — 
will stimu late demands fo r higher wages to 
o ffset the lo sses in take-ho me pay . 
Inflatio n and higher tax rates hav e pro du ced 
a steady redu ctio n in the pu rchasing po wer o f 
indiv idu al inco me. A perso n with a y early in­ 
co me o f $3,000 18 y ears ago no w wo u ld hav e to 
earn $4.447 in o rder to get the equ iv alent in 
pu rchasing po wer to day . 
After pay ing inco me and So cial Secu rity tax ­ 
es o f $378, he wo u ld su ffer a lo ss o f $1,132 in 
do llars in pu rchasing po wer. 
A small bu sinessman who had a gro ss In­ 
co me o f $100,000 18 y ears ago finds that the 
same su m at present means $25,000 less in pu r- 
pu rchasing po wer. 
A rise in prices, which is u su ally related to 
an increase in wage co sts, pro du ces eco no mic 
co nditio ns which are no t cu red by higher tax ­ 
es. 


ADMINISTRATION o fficials wo u ld like to see 
interest rates kept do wn and are asu ming a tax 
increase wo u ld do the jo b. Bu t there are skep­ 
tics who say that go v ernment spending mu st be 
cu rtailed if there is to be an effectiv e restraint 
placed u po n the inflatio nary mo v ement o f to - 
day . 
If the administratio n cu ts $.'» billio n fro m 
its no nmilitary pro gram, o n the o ther hand, 
this might ev o ke so me adv erse criticism in cer­ 
tain areas o f the co u ntry which are affected. 
The stabilizing effect o n the eco no my gener­ 
ally . ho wev er, wo u ld pro bably mo re than o ffset 
any su ch disadv antages po litically . 
The o bjectiv e o f the Jo hnso n 
administratio n 
fro m a po litical standpo int is to get so me 
kind 
o f eco no mic stability , 
at least fo r 1968. 
With a tax increase and co nsequ ent demand 
fo r higher wages, the chances o f a po litical de­ 
feat at the po lls wo u ld i^o w. It wo u ld seem, 
mo reo v er, that a mere six per cent su rcharge 
in tax es is by no means assu red. 
Fo r if the war in Vietnam is really ex pand­ 
ed and the Middle East requ ires additio nal mil­ 
itary o u tlay s by the United States, the tax rise 
might be ev en bigger. 
Wage-price co ntro ls wo u ld also be giv en ser­ 
io u s co nsideratio n.

The roadblock to New York state's lottery- 


a*month venture is federal policy against giving 
publicity to lotteries by mail or Hie electronic 
media. 
The m ail prohibition affects new spapers and 
m agazines. 
The electronic m edia are radio and televi­ 
sion.

clients’ souls for them on this ticklish issue It 
is ticklish because no one wants to run afoul of 
federal law needlessly. Yet, the success of the 
New York lottery will turn on ability to inform 
the public about it. 
Federal law does not prohibit lotteries Lot­ 
teries a re not illegal under federal law. All 
that's 
illegal 
is 
to 
dissem inate information 
about them through U S. m ails — a provision 
dating back to 1890 after lotteries had been 
turned into a national scandal by abuses of un­ 
scrupulous private prom oters. 
This federal law has been m ade obsolete by 
the growing popularity of governm ent lotteries 
A substantial change has taken place in the 
public attitude toward gambling as public ex­ 
penses m ultiply and revolts of real estate tax­ 
payers becom e commonplace. T w e n t y - f o u r 
states sanction pari-m utuel race track betting 
New York State anticipates income of as 
much as a million dollars a day from its state 
lottery — income that 
leaves 
no 
taxpayer 
scars 
But to attain it, the New York lottery 
must have publicity. 


As long as federal policy is against dissemi- 
nr.tion of lottery publicity, states that already 
have instituted lotteries and states studying this 
m eans of raiding public funds cannot he sure 
where they stand 
The federal government has them trapped be­ 
tween their need for whatever money is left af­ 
ter Washington skims off the revenue cream 
and a law passed more than three-quarters of a 
century ago to curb a specific abuse that no 
longer exists. 
No one wants to legalize private lotteries wil­ 
ly-nilly. But neither does anyone want to handi­ 
cap states needlessly in their search for reve­ 
nue.

A move to place the recall of Idaho’s Sen. 
Frank Church on the Novem ber ballot could 
backlash against its originators. 
California interests are supplying money and 
tom e of the m anpow er in the drive against Ida­ 
ho’s senior senator in hope of starting other re ­ 
call cam paigns against dove senators. 
A petition with 25,000 signatures is needed to 
get the issue on the ballot in Idaho. Recall sup­ 
porters m ay be able to find some discontents, 
some uninform ed voters and som e fence riders 
to sign the petition. W hether or not they can 
find 25.000 rem ains to be seen. 
On the other hand, m any Idaho residents are 
going to resent outsiders trying to tell them 
who should or should not be their state senator. 


These residents will tel* the Californians to go 
work on their own problem s and let Idaho 
alone.

It’s Time They Shut Up! 


B y M e rrim an S m ith 


M errim an Smith delivered this speech at the 
annual breakfast m eeting of United P ress Inter­ 
national editors and publishers in New York 
City April 24. M any listeners suggested publica­ 
tion of the text, to reach a wider audience. Mr. 


Sm ith has been a White House correspondent 
since IMI and is dean of the group whose 
m em bers learn to know intim ately the chief ex­ 
ecutives of the United States. 


President Johnson these days is the object of 
som e of the worst vilification — even obscenity 
— that I ve «een or heard in more than 25 
years on the White House assignm ent 


When I was in New O rleans not long ago 
looking into the so-called Kennedy assassination 
plot. I saw for sale in various .stores auto li­ 
cense plates vividly associating the President 


with barnyard filth 


Driving down the southeastern coast last win­ 
ter, I saw for sale in roadside stands allegedly- 
clever but actually quite dirty sayings about 
the President, his wife and their two daughters. 
These were lapel buttons 


At the so-called peace dem onstration in New 
Y ork’s Central P ark the other day, there were 
grown men carrying signs which openly and 
plainly challenged the President's norm alcy — 
m entally and sexually. There were the sam e 
•ort of senseless placards about Dean Rusk 
Furtherm ore, som e of the m ore active dem ­ 
onstrators would have us believe in signs and 
songs that Johnson and M cN am ara are deliber­ 
a t e burning Asian babies with napalm 
There have been buttons and printed placards 
around the country saying, “ Lee Harvey Os­ 
wald. where are you now?” 
Also, there are in print pam phlets, books, 
new spapers of a sort and even recorded tapes 
alleging that Johnson engineered the death of 
President Kennedy. 


THIS IS NOT enlightened social change, or 
legitim ate dissent or revolution 
It is anarchy 
born of a highly perm issive atm osphere in this 
country; a strangely paradoxical atm osphere 
in which freedom , at tim es, seem s to be work­ 
ing against the very things for which freedom 
supposedly stands. 
We live with certain verities which a million 
kookie men with bananas around their necks 
cannot change — which M artin Luther King 
■cd 
Stokely 
C arm ichael 
cannot 
change 
— 
which Doctor Spook can’t do very much about. 
One of these facts is that President Johnson, 
Secretary Rusk and Secretary M cN am ara can­ 
not throw up their hands in dism ay and say to 
Doctors King and Spook, "H ere, take over, you 
run things for a while ” 
Neither can General W estmoreland hand over 


his comm and 
to Dick 
G regory or 
Richard 
Goodwin. 
U ke it or not, Johnson, Rusk. M cN am ara 
and company are piloting an enormous ship 
with a hum an cargo of nearly 200 million 
A m ericans, to say nothing of m any millions in 
other lands depending on us for guidance, pro­ 
tection and a certain am ount of assistance 
It is open to legitim ate public debate whether 
these leaders are em barked on a wrong course, 
but under our system they cannot be dum ped 
overboard 
and 
furtherm ore, 
they’re 
running 
things, at least until January, 1969 


THUS IT WOULD seem only natural to ask 
what these rath er open m erchants of fifth and 
utterly unfounded innuendo hope to accomplish 
Run Johnson nut of office’ Not a chance. 
Are they starting a political tear-down aimed 
at 1961? th is is most unlikely. W e're no! talking 
bere about the political opposition of Republi­ 
can versus D em ocrat This is something differ­ 
ent. slimy, and at tim es, irrational. 
So, it would seem that vicious personal at­ 
tacks on governm ent leaders could have only 
one m otivation that would m ake any sense at 
all — and that is to tear down public confi­ 
dence in the establishm ent — and by establish­ 
m ent, I m ean authority on alm ost any level. 
lf successful, this then could lead us to a sort 
of rudderless society of irresponibilitv to the 
group, am orality for the further erosion of the 
family unit, and finally the confusion of an­ 


archy. 
I paint a picture which undoubtedly seems 
extrem e to som e of you. but I do so to show 
som ething of what a president m ust view when 
he comes to work every day — and by every 
day, I m ean seven days a week. 
Lyndon Johnson knows that much of the ven­ 
om directed against him and m em bers of his 
governm ent is sym ptom atic of a natural, justi­ 
fied concern about the war. sym ptom atic of in­ 
equities long overdue in their correction in such 
• lush society as ours, and sym ptom atic of the 


futility which haunts a 
great m any of our 
young people In a therm onuclear age. 


WE SOMETIMES forget, however, that lead­ 
ers of a governm ent are hum an; that even the 
toughest hides thickened bv years of political 
abrasion can be punctured. 


President Johnson has been around politics 
long enough to have the hide of a walrus, but 
he has chinks all through this arm or. Sen Ful- 
bright can denounce him in the Senate and 
Johnson m ay do nothing m ore than shrug, but 
he can boil up a cow country anger over a sto­ 
ry that he bought some red. white and blue 
boots. 


Taking his high degree, even a painful de­ 
gree of sensitivity into consideration. I am 
am azed at the punishm ent he can take without 
heading for the ranch and locking the gate 
Some of this he brings upon him self bv pay­ 
ing far too m uch attention to what is said, 
w ritten and broadcast about him and those 
around him 
He contribute^ to his own credibility Rap by 


an alm ost eccentric insistence on not disclosing 
his plans until the last possible moment. It is 
no m yth that he get sore when he is scooped 
on his own stories 
Any politician who m ake as m any public 
statem ents as Mr 
Johnson does is bound to 
contradict himself on occasion, and when this 
is brought to public attention, his reaction has 
all the charm of a bull in an electric fence. 
The fact that Johnson’s im age — his standing 
with a great m any of his fellow countrym en — 
is in poor shape is, I think, moot He is trying 
to do som ething about it by being a little less 
large and over-powering. 


BUT TH ERE ARF’ certain things he cannot 
lick 
One of these is Texas 
Because of the 
Kennedy 
assaasination 
in 
Dallas, 
the 
wild 
shooting spree of that crazy man at the Uni­ 
versity of Texas, the fact that the Chicago kill­ 
er of those eight nurses cam e from Texas— 
these things have created in the minds of 
m any Am ericans an ugly, violent image of 
Texas and anything having to do with the 
state. 
This attitude, of course, ignores the fact that 
violence takes place every hour in every stale 
of the country; that millions of us stay up late 
every night watching m urder shows on TV. 
Because Texas has been connected with the 
biggest crim e of this century; because the kill­ 
ing of Kennedy was attributed to an atm os­ 
phere of political hatred in the stat* and be­ 
cause the state, after all, is southern, then 
Johnson m ust be hung with what am ounts to 
three nooses. 
The Black Power Negroes refuse to believe 
any m an — any white m an — with a Southern 
accent. 
The liberals look down their noses at alm ost 
anybody with a drawl. 
And the intellectuals sniff at the product of a 
teachers college in San M arcos, Texas 
My point here is that no section of the coun­ 
try has a monopoly on crim e and unbridled 
hatred. Not m any of the people who demon­ 
strated against Johnson in Central Park in day­ 
light ten days ago would dare walk through 
that sam e park at night. 


HATE AND vilification warp judgm ent just 
as heat buckles steel beam s. If you tear down 


confidence in established authority, then those 
in public office blam e a lot of this on the news­ 
papers for reporting it 
They say we are not 
doing enough reporting in-depth. 
Then when we do burrow beneath the govern­ 
m ent s bright public face of fresh handouts and 
self-serving background conferences not for a t­ 
tribution. they yell at us again for distorting 
their purpose or trying to second-guess Dean 
Rusk. 
So. what do we have? An effort to destroy 
confidence in governm ent, plus an effort to pull 
down confidence in the press Then, if both ef­ 
forts are successful, whom do you believe — 
Doctor Spock° 
Believe me, this is the tim e for the American 
public to take some responsibility for its own 
im age and stop blam ing everything on either 
Lyndon Johnson or Drew Pearson 
Mr. Johnson . . . in fact, no President de­ 
serves the indignities being heaped upon him 
these days in the nam e of peace or civil rights. 
All of us should be able to see the situation 
with more clarity when we m eet again next 
year. But m eantim e, L B J 
is in for m uch

at

callers unless the squares who raise kids, mow 
their lawns, and pay their taxes decide to in­ 
volve them selves bv getting off their patios and 
telling the dirty-m ouths to shut the hell up. 


Tux OC Tax Boost Increases 


If President Johnson reouests *nd Congress 
grants a tax increase effective in October or 
January, it will be the first tim e since 1951 


(hat such a step will have been taken. 


This could m ean th at in the election year 
]96f w hatever resentm ents are usually pro­ 
duced by a tax increase will be felt at the 


polls. The public m ay question whether a tax 
increase was necessary and w hether the sam e 
objective couldn't have been attained by cutting 


federal expenditures. 
It’s an open secret that President Johnson 
dislikes the idea of a tax increase, but he has 
been told by his advisers that it Is becoming 
im perative. They point out that because of the 
Vietnam W ar and nonm ilitary expenditures, the 
T reasury m ay face a deficit of $27 billion or 
thereabouts in the fiscal year that will begin 
July I, 1968 
A tax increase could yield $5 billion of addi­ 
tional revenue, but the government would still 
be in the red by an amount unparalleled except 
during World W ar II. 


When the last tax increase was enacted in 
1951. the Korean W ar was absorbing a big part 
of federal funds 
It is significant that. In the 
presidential election the following year, the 
D em ocratic adm inistration was defeated

popularity was the cause of the Republican vic­ 
tory in 1952. but there is plenty of evidence that 
discontent and dissatisfaction over increased 
taxes, economic conditions and the Korean war 
change adm inistrations. 


Right now. the controversy over raising the 
(ax rates Is related directly to the need for 
m ore revenue to help offset the expenses of the 
Vietnam War. 
Some of the economic a d v isee who are advo­ 


cating a tax Increase really are concerned 
about inflation and a possible rise In interest 
rates which could develop into a tight-money 
situation. Interest rates are fluctuating at pre­ 
sent because of uncertainty over future eco­ 
nomic trends. 
It is being assum ed that a tax increase will 
have an 
anti-inflationary 
effect. 
It 
is con­ 
ceivable, on the other hand, that a tax increase 
— which would m ean less “ take hom e” pay — 
will stim ulate dem ands for higher wages to 
offset the losses in take-home pay. 
Inflation and higher tax rates have produced 
a steady reduction in the purchasing power of 
individual income. A person with a yearly in­ 
come of $3,000 18 years ago now would have to 


earn $4,447 in order to get the equivalent In 
purchasing power today. 
After paying income and Social Security tax 
es of $378, he would suffer a loss of $1,132 in 


dollars in purchasing power 
A sm all businessm an who had a gross In­ 
come of $100 000 18 years ago finds that the 
sam e sum at present m eans $25,000 less in pur 
purchasing power. 
A rise in prices, which Is usually related to 
an increase in wage costs, produces economic 
conditions which are not cured by higher tax­ 
es. 


ADMINISTRATION officials would like lo see 
interest rates kept down and are asum ing a tax 
increase would do the job. Rut there are skep 
tics who say that governm ent spending mu«t be 
curtailed if there is to be an effective restraint 
placed upon the inflationary m ovem ent of to 
day. 
If the adm inistration cuts $.7 billion from 
its nonm ilitary program , on the other hand. 
this might evoke some adverse criticism In re r 
tain areas of the country which are affected 
The stabilizing effect on the economy gener 
ally, however, would probably m ore than offset 
anv such disadvantages politically. 
The objective of the Johnson adm inistration 
from a political standpoint Is to get some kind 
of economic stability, at least for 1968 
With a tax increase and consequent demand 
for higher wages, the chances of a political de­ 
feat at the polls would grow 
It would seem, 
m oreover, that a m ere six per cent surcharge 
in taxes Is by no m eans assured. 
For if the w ar in Vietnam is really expand 
ed and the Middle E ast requires additional mil 
itarv outlays by the United States, the tax rise 
m ight he even bigger. 
W age-priee controls would also be given aer 
lous consideration.

any candidate or issue. 
If a candidate had no ex­ 
penses, he still must file a nega­ 
tive report to stay within the 
requirements of the law. 
Maximum spending by candi­ 
dates is computed on a formula 
tied to the vote cast for gover­ 
nor in the subdivision in the 
last election of state officials. 
There is no limit on the amount 
which may be spent by a com­ 
mittee supporting a candidate.

Sh e and R ^. Ch arles Bennett, 
D-Fla., ^[MHisor of th e legisla­ 
tion wh ich created th e special 
fund, are th e only donors of 
record. Bennett contributed th e 
first $1,000. 'H» Treasury De­ 
partment declined to identity 
oth er donors—including th e gov­ 
ernment class. 
Donations since last July 1 
totaled $^,173.8 4 and ran from 
one sh illing—14 cents— to $90,- 
618.33 frMn th e Clayton trust 
fund.

Auto Mishaps 
Climb In May 


East Liverpool recorded 64 
traffic accidents in May, an in­ 
crease of four from the 60 in 
April, it was shown today in the 
monthly summary of police de­ 
partment activity. 
Ten persons were injured in 
the accidents, including one pe­ 
destrian. The number injured 
was down five from the 15 in 
the preceding month. No o n e 
was killed. 
The department handled 710 
radio transmissions and made 
46 arrests, including one f o r 
driving while intoxicated a n d 
three for being in physical con 
trol of a motor vehicle while un­ 
der the influence of alcohol. 
Two persons were reported 
missing and both later returned 
Five car thefts were reported, 
with four recovered. The depart­ 
ment filed 24 casualty reports 
on persons injured or taken ill. 
Eight cars were t o w e d off 
streets, mostly disabled vehicles 
removed from accident scenes 
The department reported 13 
burglaries, 23 petty thefts and 
30 cases of vandalism 
The statistics are compiled 
monthly by Capt. Kenneth H.

cies as the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and the National 
Safety Council.

Through April 30, the special 
fund had collected $909.066.82,1 
most of it from the will of the 
late Susan Vaughan Clayton of 
Houston, Tex. She willed half 
the income from a trust fund to 
the federal government to help 
retire the debt. 
She and Rep. Charles Bennett, I 
D-Fla., sponsor of the legisla­ 
tion which created the special 
fund, are the only donors of 
record. Bennett contributed the! 
first $1,000 The Treasury De 
partment declined to identify 
other donors—including the gov 
emment class. 
Donations since last July I, 
totaled $93,173.84 and ran from 
one shilling—14 cents— to $90,- J 
618.33 from the Clayton trust 
fund.

QUESTION. H o w do to m e d o o rs open automatically? 


ANSWER: Jerry is walking to the supermarket door, 
which is opening without his touching it.

But in the case of our picture, an 
electric eye is doing the job The large arrows point to small 
boxes. From one comes a beam of light which is focused ex­ 
actly on the other. Inside this second box is a tube called a 
photoelectric cell. Inside of this is a wire loop, the anode 
(positive) and a part coated with light-sensitive material, the 
cathode (negative). When the light beam strikes the cath­ 
ode, electrons flow from cathode to anode and around an 
electric circuit, creating a flow of current. If something 
blocks the beam, the current flow stops. Changes of current, 
off and on. are used in the operating mechanism to start 
an electric motor and this is what is opening the door in 
front of Jerry.
